Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings are required in this application because Figures 1 , 3 and 
4 appear to be informal handmade drafts. Applicant is advised to employ the services of 
a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for 
corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. As to claims 1 , 22 and 33, Applicant failed to properly explain how the 
claimed "phase bandwidth reduction module" (or element 135, Fig. 1) performs the 
reduction of bandwidth of a phase component. How does the non-linear relationship 
formula for phase reduction is implemented within the module? What are the system 
and methods necessary to perform that relationship formula? How does the "phase 
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bandwidth reduction module 112" may operate to add back some of the amplitude 
variation to the phase signal by generating a control signal? Due to the aforementioned 
112 problem; Examiner is unable to make any assumptions that leads to find the 
appropriate prior art for rejection.
